per cent of the separated fat of the product, 
permitted class IT preservatives namely

(10) The premises in which the product is being 
handled| manufactured, shall conform to the 
sanitary requirements and standards as spe¬ 
cified in tbe Fifth Schedule to this Order. 
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< 1J) The product shall also conform to the fol¬ 
lowing standards of quality, namely ; — 

FIFTH SCHEDULE 
(See Clause 2) 

Sanitary requirements for handling or processing 
or manufacturing Vegetable Oil Products. 

The following shall be the sanitary requirements 
for the purpose of handling or processing or 
manufacturing of Vegetable Oil Products, namely:-- 

1. The premises shall be clean, adequately 
lighted and ventilated, properly whitewashed or 
painted. There shall be proper and adequate 
arrangements for disinfecting and deodourising. 
There should preferably be space around it on all 
sides. 

2. The building shall be of permanent nature 
and shall be of brick masonaryjeement concrete 
and any other material which would ensure clean¬ 
liness. The doors shall be fitted with hydraulic door 
closers so that they close automatically to prevent 
insects, flies etc. entering the premises of thermo¬ 
slat air curtains for similar purposes. The ceiling 
or roof shall be of permanent nature, The floor 
should be cemented, tiled or laid in stone to with¬ 
stand the use of acid or alkali. Walls should be 
tiled or otherwise made impervious to water uplo 
a height of at least 1.5 metres from the floor level. 
Ventilation and lighting shall be in accordance 
with the provisons made by or under the Factories 
Act. 1948. 

3. The establishment shall he so maintained as 
to permit hygienic production and all operation 
in connection with the handling or processing or 
manufacturing Refined Vegetable Oils shall be 
carried out carefully under strict sanitary condi¬ 
tions as laid down by or under the Factories Act, 
1948 as for the time being in force. The premises 
shall not be used as residential premises: nor shall 
it have or be capable of having direct access to 
such premises. 

4. There shall be adequate supply of water. 
Water shall be pure and of potable quality. The 
water shall be examined periodically, chemically 
and bacteriologically, by a recognised laboratory 
and a certificate obtained to the effect that it is 
fit for human consumption. The Producer shall 
"bear the cost of such examination. 


5. There shall be an efficient system and pro¬ 
vision for treatment of refuse and effluents before 
disposal. Such facilities shall conform to the 
requirements laid down by the local water and 
drainage control authorities and the respective 
State Pollution Control Board. 

6. No person suffering from infections or conta¬ 
gious disease shall be allowed to work in the pre¬ 
mises. Arrangements shall be made to get the staff 
medically examined once in six months to ensure 
that they are free from infectious, contagious and 
other diseases, The stall' wcuking in the plant shall 
be inoculated against the enteric group of disuses 
and vaccinated against small pox. 

In case of an epidemic all workers’ should be 
inoculated | vaccinated. No employees who is suffe¬ 
ring from a hand or face injury, skin infection or 
clinically recognisable infectious disease shall be 
permitted to work in the premises”.
